TRAVELLING IN CANADA. 

Hints ror Visitors To THE WiNNiIPFG MEETING. 
Srvck travel in Canada differs in many respects from travel 
in the United Kingdom. it is well for visitors to the 
Dominion in August to know something of the conditions 
that obtain at that time. For the following hints we are 
indebted to Miss Hilda Hesson, an experienced traveller, 
who has arranged tours in Europe in connexion with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway steainships. 


Luggage and Clothes. 

On shipboard both men and women will require heavy 
clothing for the crossing, warm underwear, warm suits or 
dresses, comfortable coats, gloves, and a soft hat or cap. 
For the men dinner jackets will be found sufficient for evening 
‘occasions. Deck chairs and rugs may be rented for 10s. from 
the steward, or they may be engaged at the London office 
before sailing. 

On arrival in Canada it will be found convenient to check 
steamer clothes in Montreal, to be placed on the home-going 
ship. Warm clothing will not be required in Canada during 
August and September. On the train from Montreal to 
Winnipeg one should wear only light clothing that can be 
readily cleaned. Dry cleaning is quickly and inexpensively 
done in Canada. i 

At Winnipeg an ordinary light-weight business suit is all 
that is required for general wear and sectional meetings. 
Golfers should bring appropriate dress, as there are many golf 
courses about Winnipeg. The usual morning coat, dinner 
jacket, and ‘evening clothes are worn on official, semi-official, 
and social occasions. Academic dress, while not obligatory, is 
greatly desirable at the annual Religious Service, the President’s 
Address and Reception, the University Convocation, and the 
Listerian Oration; on these occasions decorations may be worn. 

Among the small we 1 that make long-distance travel more 
comfortable are collapsible toilet cases, hook trouser hangers, 
collapsible aluminium shoe trees, and coat hangers. 

Heavy luggage can be checked—that is, registered—on arrival 
at the docks in Montreal, through to Winnipeg. Checks pre- 
sented on arrival there, at the baggage office in the railway 
station, will claim the luggage, which can then be sent direct 
to hotel or residence. Necessary luggage could be conveniently 
confined to a steamer wardrobe trunk, and a small kit-bag or 
suit-case for the train journey. 


. The Train Journey in Canada. 

Trains leaving Montreal will carry not only the regular 
Pallman sleeping cars, with upper and lower berths, but, in 
addition, compartment cars and observation cars. The Pullman 
cars have dressing rooms at either end, while the compartments 
(which also provide two berths) are small rooms, with toilet 
accommodation. The observation cars are for the use of all 
passengers, and contain libraries of magazines and books, which 
may be had on application to the porter. In the latest cars 
of this type shower-baths are provided, and arrangements can 
be made with ‘the porter for pressing clothes. Shoes to be 
cleaned are placed outside the berths or compartments. The 
porter in charge of each car is coloured, and is always a reliable 
and obliging man. The customary tip to him on leaving the 
train is at the rate of a shilling a night per person. The 


conductor, in charge of the whole train, is the official who 
corresponds to the English guard.

Meals and Hotel Accommodation,

Shoes are not cong outside the doors in Canadian hotels 
private houses, but are cleaned by bootblacks in the bathe 
shops or small. bootblack shops scattered throughout the city 
A hotel valet will press and clean visitors’ clothes overnight, 
In the majority of private houses in Canada only one maid 
is kept, and there are therefore many small services whic 
cannot be rendered as they are in England. Morning te j 
not a custom of the country, but most guests will find they ay 
offered it, and it can always be arranged for at. the hotels, 

Nearly all rooms in Canadian hotels have connecting bai, 
rooms, and soap is always provided in trains and hotels withoy 
extra charge. The telephone is used for rapid communicatig, 
and every firm, and nearly every private individual, has, 
telephone in Canada; in fact, the telephone directories 
used like the A B C’s are in England. ‘Telegrams are ney 
sent locally. Letters to the British Isles and the United Stat 
take a two cent stamp. 

Taxis are more expensive than in England, and if the @ 
is not provided with a meter it is well fo ask the driver 
state his price before engaging him. Definite routes hay 
definite prices. 

Equipment for Ladies. 

Ladies accompanying the party will find the following sug 
gestions of help to them. Warm clothing, as outlined in 
graph 2, for the boat. Two plainly made, uncrushable ding 
dresses, & warm evening wrap or shawl, aud comfortable shoe 
and slippers will complete the necessities for the boat. 


For train travel, a plain dark silk dress or suit is advisable 
A figured foulard, a taffeta, or any of the fugi or fibre silks 
is appropriate. Washable gloves, silk underwear, and a dak 
leather purse should accompany this. A _ small fur 
toilet necessities will be found a comfort on the train. Fora 
night journey dark silk pyjamas, a dark dressing-gown, al 
folding boudoir slippers are comfortable. It is customary it 
Canada for women to proceed through the Pullman car to th 
dressing-room in a dressing-gown, and a little practice wil 
help travellers to become quite expert in dressing and w 
dressing in their berths. They need have no fear of sleeping 
in these curtained niches; the linen is absolutely clean al 
sanitary, and each traveller is quite unszen by the othe 
occupants of the car. 

Wool sports clothes, or dark silk dresses, will be foul 
appropriate for most occasions. One light-weight tweed cm 
or suit, an evening wrap, a couple of evening dresses, and@ 
afternoon dress of lace or georgette, a waterproof (mackintosh 
and appropriate shoes, will be found adequate. If a shoe bs 
is not carried, wrap each shoe in a chintz square, tied wil 
tape; fold dresses over cardboard, and lay between layers 
tissue paper. Canadian electric fixtures do not take Engl 
fittings, but flexible cord for travelling irons may be pir 
chased in Canada. A good supply of gloves should be packel 
but silk stockings should be bought after arrival. Canadia 
shoes are made on different lasts from English shoes, and wi 
be found unsuitable for the average English foot. 

Miss Hesson ends her note with the following advice: 
Do not bring expensive jewellery with you : it will only bes 
care when travelling. Take your money in travellers’ cheques 
as these will be found infinitely more convenient than a letterd 
credit. Carry a good-sized purse to hold passport, glasses, 
cheque book. Bring dark glasses, Eno’s fruit salt, a sm 
sewing kit, smelling salts, a refreshing toilet water, cold creal 
and cleansing tissues. Eat lightly while travelling, and 
will enjoy the journey. I hope that these hirts may help 
make your travelling happy, and that you may find Camae 
in her ew ways, as interesting and friendly as we who kao 
and Jove her find England.

Gift to the Sir Charles Hastings Fund. 

A general practitioner in Hertfordshire, who desires to 
remain anonymous, has sent a Chinese Imperial Government 
Bond, which on maturing will be worth £50, as a gift to 
the Sir Charles Hastings Fund, with an intimation that 
the bond is to be retained as capital and the interest used 
in the ordinary way. He points out that the Fund was 
founded by another Hertfordshire practitioner—that is to 
say, by the late Lieut.-Colonel J. W. ¥'. Rait, I.M.S., of 
Radlett, who, together with his wife, in 1925 endowed the 
Fand with a permanent income of about £70 a year, with 
the intention that it should be used for emergencies and 
cases not generally suitable for the Roval Medical Benevo- 
Jent Fund or Epsom College, and should be so adminis- 
tered as to be readily available. The hopes of the original 
founder and of other subscribers to the Fund have not been 
disappointed, as on many occasions it has been used with 
signal benefit to the recipients. 


Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, 

The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which is com- 
prised of an illuminated certificate and a money award of 
fifty guineas, is again open for competition in respect 
of 1931. The following are the regulations governing the 
award : 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observation, 
research, and record in general practice; it includes a money 
award of the value of fifty guineas. 


2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


3. The work submitted must include personal observations and 
experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, and a 
high order of excellence will be required. If no essay entered 
is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 


4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work to 
take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
London, W.C.1, not later than December Zlst, 1930. and the 
Prize will he awarded at the Annual General Meeting of the 
Association to be held at Eastbourne in July, 1931. 


5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and a 
contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any subse- 
quent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 


6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of the 
candidate or the admissibility of his or her essay, the decision 
of the Council on any such point shall be final. 


7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be distin- 
guished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the candi- 
date’s name and address. 


8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded may, 
on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested to 
prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the British 
Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate Section 
of the Annual Meeting of the Association.

INCREASE OF SICKNESS AND DISABLEMENT 
CLAIMS. 


REPORT BY THE GOVERNMENT ACTUARY. 
A report has been issued by the Government actuary 
(Sir Alfred Watson) on an examination of the sickness 
and disablement experience of a representative group of 
approved societies over a recent period of eight years.' 
The figures given in the report will no doubt be quoted in 
connexion with the question of certification by insurance 
practitioners, which has again been raised in Parliament 


reference. Sir Alfred Watson merely says that the ques- 
tions to which his statistical analyses give rise are matters 
for administrative deliberation, and doubtless for consulta- 
tion with the medical profession and the governing bodies 
of the approved societies. 


The report carries the story only down to 1927. The figures 
for sickness benefit in 1928, taken for the whole insured popu- 
lation of Great Britain, were only 91 per cent. of the claims 
of 1927 in the case of men, and 94 per cent. in the case of 
women, but apparently this downward tendency has not per- 
sisted, for duving the first nine months of 1 the payments 
by a number of societies covering nearly 50 per cent. of the 
insured population showed a serious rise, in the case of. both 
men and women, over the corresponding period of 1928. Dis- 
ablement benefit claims somewhat increased also, and therefore 
it may be concluded that the conditions of 1927 which caused 
such disquiet have not been substantially alleviated. 


Scope of the Inquiry. 

A similar actuarial survey was made, incidental to the work 
of the Royal Commission, for 1921-23, and the sample taken 
included a society membership of about 500,000 men and 
400,000 women. In this recent investigation, which was decided 
on in view of the high level reached by the claims upon 
approved societies in 1926 and maintained in the following year, 
only abcut 50 per cent. of the original sample was taken, owing 
to the heavy labour involved in the collection and analysis of 
such a mass of data, but it was selected so as still to furnish 
an adequate representation of the conditions prevailing among 
the insured population as a whole so far as can be judged 
from aggregate figures. The membership of the societies 
selected comprises 219,000 men, 172,000 unmarried women (in- 
cluding widows), and 64,000 married women. The total repre- 
sents about 3 per cent, of the insured population of Great 
Britain. 

Increase in Number of Claimants, 

The first results given show the percentage of actual weeks 
of sickness and disablement for the years 1921 to 1927 to the 
corresponding provision for such benefits by the present valua- 
tion basis. At the beginning of the period the percentage was 
well below the provided-for level, but in 1927 it had reached 
and passed the level, and in the case of married women was 
considerably above it. The claims for sickness benefit during 
the eight years under review have risen, in the case of men, 
by 41 per cent., in the case of unmarried women, by 60 
cent., and in the case of married women, by the remarkable 
figure of 106 per cent. The rise in the number of claims for 
disablement benefit has been still sharper—85, 100, and 159 
per cent. respectively for these three classes of insured persons. 
The rise has been fairly consistent over the period. The 
greatest jumps occurred in 1922 for both men and women, 
in 1924 for women, and in 1926 for men. The moderation of 
claims in the earlier years was a factor of importance in the 
production of valuation a with consequent provision 
of additional benefits, but the position has now undergone a 
serious change. 

The average duration of claims per claimant has not greatly 
altered; for men it remains at about 44 weeks, for unmarried 
women just under 6 weeks, and for married women rather 
more than 7 weeks. The significant thing, however, is the 
growth of the number of claimants. In 1921 out of every 
100 men members, 14 claimed sickness benefit; in 1927 the 
number had grown to 23. The growth in the class of un- 
married women is similar, and among married women still 
more marked, while the figures as to disablement benefit show 
the same tendency. Here again the average duration figures 
in 1927 were not very different from those in 1921—between 
six and seven months in the case of men and unmarried women 
—but the growth in the number of claimants is astonishing.

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Claimants for disablement benefit among men numbered 15 out 
of 1,000 memibers ‘in 1921, and rose to 26 by 1927; the corre- 
sponding figures for unmarried women are 19 and 39, and for 
married women, 33 and 92. It is calculated that among each 
1,000 married women of this representative sample, 430 drew 
either sickness or disablement benefit, or both, in 1927. 


Effect of Age on Claims. 

__A further investigation relates to the effect, of age on the 
claims. © Fhe growth in the number of claims has prevailed in 
ali age groups. So far as disablement henefit is concerned, 
in the earlier years of the insurance system a regular increase 
in the number of permanently sick was expected and provided 
for. The insured population at the outset, consisting as it did 
of all in employment on a given date, contained no disabled, 
so that cases of permanent invalidity were expected to begin 
at a very small number and increase until the insured popu!a- 
tion was normally constituted. In the actuary’s opinion, this 
should have taken ten years, but even allowing for the dis- 
turbance of the war, could hardly have extended to fifteen 
vears. Yet is appears that of unmarried women, aged 25 to 
29, .1.7 per cent. drew disablement benefit in 1921, and 3 pev 
cent. did so in 1927. Those in this age group in 1921 had 
probably been insured for nine years, and those of the same 
ages in 1927 for ten years, but the addition to the period of 
insurance of one year during which permanent incapacity could 
have developed can in no way explain an increase which almost 
doubles the relative number of recipients of the benefit. 

A further point brought out by the age analysis is that 
among men under 45 the number of sickness claims of short 
duration—that is, up to four weeks—has increased enormously. 
Illnesses of two weeks’ duration, for example, show 88 per 
cent. increase in 1927 over the figures for 1921. After the 
four weeks’ durations, however, there is a definite drop in the 
excess shown by the later as compared with the earlier year, the 
decrease continuing as the duration advances. At ages 45-54 
also the greatest increase pertains to the illnesses of two weeks’ 
duration. 

Disablement Bene fit. 

A special inquiry has been made with regard to disablement 
benefit, as to the extent to which insured persons declared 
off’ the funds of approved societies soon after benefit was 
reduced from the lates rate to the disablement rate, and 
also the extent to which such persons subsequently became 
claimants for either sickness or disablement benefit. An exam- 
ination was made of the cases, numbering 7,155 in the sample, 
in which recipients of sickness benefit in 1927 passed on to dis- 
ablement benefit. Of this number 3,997 ‘* declared off’? within 
the year. Jt is shown that a high proportion of ‘‘ recoveries ”’ 
after entry on disablement benefit is common to both sexes and 
all ages, but the proportion is much heavier at the younger ages 
than the older, and specially heavy among married wonien. Of 
the claimants who passed from sickness to disablement benefit 
in 1927 and ceased to draw benefit before the end of the year, 
more than one-sixth went off the funds almost immediately 
the benefit was reduced to disablement rate. Within a month 
of the reduction 50 per cent. had been certified as capable of 
work, and within eight weeks 70 per cent. had found their 
working capacity restored. The actuary evidently thinks that 
significant deductions may be drawn from these experiences, 
and that attention might well be paid to the cases (representing 
fully 15 per cent. of all who relinquished disablement benefit 
in 1924, the year chosen for a special investigation) in which, 
after drawing disablement benefit, the insured person ‘‘ declared 
off? and subsequently claimed again almost as soon as the 
minimum time necessary to enable him or her to requalify for 
the full sickness benefit had elapsed. 

The outstanding facts of the whole report may be dissected 
out of the ten tables and presented as follows :

CERTIFICATES AND TRANSFERS. 

Sir,—Dr. McCulloch (Supplement, April 26th, p. 199) advo- 
cates further restrictions of the facilities of transfer enjoyed 
by panel patients, on the ground that transfers very often 
result from some disagreement between panel practitioners and 
their patients as to fitness for work at the end of an illness. I 
feel certain that such is not the case, and the majority of 
doctors serving on the panel will bear me out in that belief. 
The real reason is most commonly some complaint, rightly or 
wrongly conceived by the patient in regard to treatment, or 
some consideration of a personal nature which has nothing 
whatever to do with certification. fl 
’ Medical referees exist partly for the purpose of safeguarding 
the funds of the approved societies, and may be approached by 
letter for their decision in any doubtful case, without involving 
the medical attendant in any unpleasantness which may result 
in a name being removed from his panel-list, and in the loss 
of other actual or prospective patients; there would be nothing 
derogatory to one’s dignity and self-respect in seeking the 
assistance of a medical referee in the same manner as his aid 
is usually sought by the approved societies. To make it still 
more difficult for panel. patients to enjoy the rights and privi- 
leges so freely conceded to private patients, in a matter so 
essentially personal as the choice of their own medical attend- 
ants, would be subversive of all ideas of justice. 

The present restrictions are already quite unjustifiable; in 
most cases they entail some degree of hardship on those who 
have to submit to them, from the fact that the large majority 
of the insured rightly resent having to obtain their doctors’ 
consent to a transfer. Even when such consent is not sought, 
they still more rightly resent having to undergo treatment at 
the hands of a doctor whom they do not want until such 
time as prescribed by the regulations, when they may secure 
the services of the doctor they desire. Such a method of 
transfer is not fair to the patient, nor is it fair to the doctor 
who may be called upon to continue the treatment of a case, 
and assume all the responsibility connected therewith, notwith- 
standing the fact that he has not treated the disease from its 
onset. This procedure also encourages, if it does not compel, 
the disappearance of that professional etiquette which in private 
practice is generally highly valued. Except during the course 
of an illness, an insured person should have the right to 
transfer at any time, Anything which deprives him of that 
right, or which restores it under conditions of so objectionable 
a nature as now prevail, falls very short of what one 
normally understands as freedom of choice. 

My experience is that patients are always anxious to return 
to work. What they receive as sickness benefit is, after all, 
but a small fraction of their earnings when at work, and even 
if they have no work to go back to, they can always drat the 
dele, or, if need be, apply for parish relief. In either case, 
they are likely to get more.—I am, etc.,

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_ THE “ HOME HOSPITAL” AND NATIONAL 
HEALTH INSURANCE. 

Sm,—Para. 50 of the Association's proposals for a General 
Medical Service (Supplement, April 26th) states that insured 
persons will be entitled to attendance by their insurance 
practitioners if the hospital is open to all local doctors, pro- 
vided (1) that the hospital is within the area prescribed in the 
contract of service, (2) that the treatment is that which can 
be given by a general practitioner of ordinary professional com- 
petence and skill. The latter condition is notoriously difficult 
to define now, but the difficulties will be greatly increased 
when the extended facilities of a hospital are available to all 
dectors. However, that is not the point I wish to raise now. 
What [ should like to know is, whether the assumption is 
correct that such attendance in hospital comes within the 
contract of service. Para. 6, Section If of my agreement with 
the Lancashire Insurance Committee states : 

“Where a patient is in any place other than his place of 
residence the practitioner shall visit him if his condition so 
requires, provided that he is within distance of three miles by 
road from the place of residence of the practitioner, or within a 
distance exceeding three miles but not greater than that of his 
‘place of residence.” -

Does “any place’ other than the insured’s place of resi- 
dence include a ‘hospital’? or ‘other public institution,” 
or does it mean a private place of residence other than the 
residence of the insured persen when he was accepted by the 
practitioner? I think the latter is the correct view. If, how- 
ever, the former is correct, then insurance practitioners should 
be wary in answering the questionary which has been circu- 
lated recently. Otherwise they may be unwittingly assenting 
to the enlargement of their contractual liabilities under the 
National Health Insurance Act. This, of course, may be desir- 
able, but I think in any case that the legal interpretation of 
‘any place *’ in the contract of service should be made clear.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


GLOUCESTERSHIRE 


A mextinG of the Gloucestershire Branch was held at the General 
Hospital, Cheltenham, on March 13th, when the President, Dr. 
Grace Bittines, was in the chair, and forty-three members were 


resent, X-ray films were shown by Dr. Muckiow of a case of 
following phrenic evuision performed by Mr. J. 8. 
Robinson. Mr. Jouxn Howeitt made a moving appeal for medical 


charities, quoting local cases with great effect. At the request of 
the meeting Mr. Howell undertook the duties of charities secretary 
for one year. 

Dr. Curtis Wess introduced the subject of some less recognized 
but common fields of usefulness for electro- and radio-therapy, and 
dealt with the various methods of electrical treatment he had 
found of value duving twenty-five years’ experience in this branch 
of medical practice. The faradic current, used almost exclusively 
for stimulation of muscle, was, he thought, too much neglected; 
he pointed out its advantages, particularly after fracture, in 
arthritis, in constipation, and as a prophylactic against chilblains. 
The nature of the galvanic current was explained, and its value in 
conditions such as tuberculous sinuses was emphasized; a metal rod 

d down the sinus and attached to the positive pole had cured 
a faecal fistula of three years’ duration. A copper electrode with a 
coating of mercury was capable of exercising a strong very local 
and. superficial antiseptic action. Endometritis could be cured thus 
after curetting had failed. The treatment of chronic mucous 
colitis, utilizing a 1 aor cent. zinc sulphate enema, was mentioned 
as an instance of the very successful employment of galvanism. 
The conditions regarded as very suitable for diathermy were inter- 
mittent claudication, angina, and pneumonia. It was claimed that 
in cases of angina with high blood pressure the attacks of pain 
could be dispelled by diathermy through the heart. On the cosmetic 
side, there was here a good treatment for moles and warts. Dr. 
Webb explained that in static electrical treatment the patient was 
charged and discharged, like filling and emptying a jug, whereas 
in the other three methods mentioned the current was passed 
through him. The method was useful in conditions requiring a 
raising of the blood pressure, since this could not only be raised, 
but kept up. 

Dr. eo deseribed the action of x rays on cell life in vitro and 
on the body, passing then to ihe indications for x-ray therapy. Under 
the heading of cell destruction to abolish function he mentioned 
epilation, ringworm, localized hyperidrosis, artificial menopause, 
and myoma of the uterus. Under moditication of function by x rays 
he dealt with the treatment of cnlarged prostate, of various blood 


diseases by the application of the rays to the bone mar 
spleen, and of the glands in lymphatic leukaemia. Sines td the 
inhibited the secretory glands, the indications for treatin 
salivary, thyroid, thymus, and pituitary glands were 
Cell destruction in diseased tissue was next consider 
culous glands was claimed. In conclusion, Dr. Muckloy 
Ir. O. E. J. McOvsrra read a paper on frequency of mi turitip 
laying great stress on the type. Any trequones osm to 
day he regarded with suspicion; in the vast majority it wag te 
pathologieai. 1f necturnal frequency was not associated with 
symptoms, then it. was practically always renal in orig; The 
only two bladder conditions to be excluded were gs ilis 
pressure in the pelvis. If dysuria occurred before ‘the ae 
micturition it was nearly always renal in origin; if during the “ 
there might be involvement of the bladder neck or the ureting 
especially in the male; if it followed the act the trouble w.. 
almost always in the bladder neck or the prostatic urethra, Fre. 
quency associated with urgency pointed invariably to bladder 
involvement. Mr, McOustra then dealt with the commoner ¢op. 
ditions according to age, but strongly emphasized the point thai 
trequency due to B. coli infection was extremely common. in both 
sexes and at all ages. Up to the age of 8 or 10 years nocturnal 
cnuresis was often associated with an enlarged verumontanym. 
70 per cent. of cures could be obtained by instilling j lao 
strengths of silver nitrate solution. Frequency was rare between 
the ages of 10 and 20, and was commonly due to phosphaturig 
Between 20 and 30 years was the common age for tuberculosis 
which was more frequent in women than in men. The frequeney 
never relapsed; it was unremitting, going on to incontinence 
In women who had borne children it should be remembered. thai 
cystocele did not cause frequency, but only difficulty. In mi 
aged patients three conditions should be thought of; (1) psendo. 
membranous trigonitis; (2) tumour in pelvis or_ displacement of 
uterus. It was mentioned that if a tumour caused frequency, ther 
it might safely be concluded that it was not ovarian, (3) “ Streg 
incontinence,” to be cured by perineal repair or ventral fixation of 
the bladder. In man stricture was invariably accompanied bya 
— urine, and frequency was a very common symptom, Ip 
enlarged prostate, though frequency was a cardinal symptom, it 
was preceded for some time by difficulty. After the age of 0,4 
genuine frequency was probably due to a bladder growth. Card 
noma of the bladder appeared to be common, and _ produced 
frequency like the tuberculous type.

LANCASHIRE AND Brancn: Drvisiox, 
At a meeting of the Mid-Chesbire Division on March 26th, with Dr, 
G. L. Love in the chair, Dr. E. P. Povuttow delivered an address on 
allergy, or sensitization, and its relation to such diseases as asthma 
and rheumatoid arthritis. There was a fairly good attendanee, 
twenty-seven members being present. 

Dr. Poulton demonstrated by lantern slides a series of diseases 
which might be termed allergic in nature, and outlined the theory 
of anaphylaxis, with special reference to anaphylactic shock and 
the method of securing anti-anaphylaxis. He explained that allergie 
diseases reacted violently to doses of the antigen, a phenomenon 
comparable with drug sensitiveness in certain Individuals. Atten- 
tion was drawn to the biochemical changes during and after an 
attack of allergic disease, and including variations in_ the blood, 
urine, bile pigment, blood sugar, uric acid, and the chlorime 
content of the blood corpuscles. Dr. Poulton demonstrated the 
ether reaction in the urine of asthmatic patients, and discussed in 
detail the asthma collection of diseases. He believed that there 
were three groups of asthma differing in their causation. The first 
group—comprising 20 per cent. of all asthmatics—was characterized 
by a history of eczema, prurigo, etc.; the second (66 per cent.) was 
associated with a history of pneumonia, whooping-cough, influensa, 
ete., the asthma starting from a local infection of the lungs, In 
the third group (14 per cent.) the asthma was of the inhalation 
variety, being originated by pollen or animal odours. Conclusions 
as regards treatment were then drawn. It had been suggested that 
searlet fever was partly allergic and partly a streptococcal infee- 
tion from the tonsils. It was well known that asthma and prurigo 
might alternate in the same patient. Raynaud’s disease was cot 
neeted with rheumatoid arthritis, and both diseases were commonly 
associated with constipation and cold hands and feet. In these 
cases the constipation had been successfully treated by passi 
Einhorn’s duodenal tube and en the intestinal tract wi 
massive quantities of saline solution. Clinical demonstrations were 
subsequently given by the lecturer, and az-ray photographs were 
exhibited to show the absorption of calcium in the bones of patients 
suffering from rheumatoid arihritis and its re-deposition as the 
result of treatment,

A cumtca meeting of the Lambeth and Southwark Division was 
held at the Belgrave Hospital, Clapham Road, 8,W., on April 9th, 
when about a members were present. Mr. C. WakELEY 
showed a series of. most interesting surgical cases, including the 
following: a tuberculous peritonitis, a spina bifida, a subacute 
hydrocephalus with a positive Wassermann reaction, a very un- 
common fracture of the tibia, a case of cerebral tumour with very 
marked optic atrophy, an epiphysitis of the os calcis, an unusual 
myeloma of the upper jaw, a loose semilunar cartilage in a child 
of 4 months, and a scaphoiditis. 


Metropoutitan Counties Branch: LewisHam Division. 


A meetin of the Lewisham Division was held at the Town Hall, 
Catford, on March 18th, when the chairman of the Division, Dr. 
G. W. CHarstey, presided. Dr. J. L. Livingstone of King’s 
College Hospital gave an address on some points in the investiga- 
tion and treatment of asthma in children, which he illustrated 
by lantern slides. 

“Dr. Livingstone said that half the cases appeared first in early 
life, and 20 per cent. in the first year of life. Asthma was not 
so much a disease as a symptom of underlying disease. When its 
onset appeared as photophobia, eyes and nose running, with 
sneezing and tight chest, adrenaline 1 in 2,000 dropped in the 
eye might ward off the attack. Estevin, a preparation of rose 
leaves, was useful. A dilated stomach or rectum might bring on 
asthma; an enema would relieve this form. The stronger the 
heredity the earlier asthma occurred. In the first ten years of 
life three boys were attacked for each girl; after puberty the sex 
incidence was equal, since boys grew out of asthma. Exciting 
causes might be reflexes from the nose or hypersensitivity to 
various proteins. Relief measures included: (1) residence at high 
altitudes; (2) injection of adrenaline; (3) diet. The nasal cavities 
should be examined and a good clinical history be obtained, 
including such points as the age of onset, duration, frequency, 
supposed cause, the day of the week and time of day when 
attacks occurred; the number of rooms; and the manner of com- 
mencement of attacks. The treatment was described in detail. 
‘-Drs. Cuarstey, Mitier, Barn, and Beattie joined in the discus- 
sion, -A vote of thanks to the lecturer was passed. 

On the motion of Dr. Cuarstey, seconded by Dr. Beattie, it was 
decided that the Sussex questionary be sent to all practitioners 
in Lewisham, 


MetropoLitan Counties Brancn: Sourn-West Essex Division. 
A meetiInc of the South-West Essex Division was held at Whipps 
Cross Hospital on March 11th. Dr. Muir, superintendent of the 
hospital, conducted members round the wards, and gave an oppor- 
tunity for several interesting cases to be examined, Among others 
were two rare cases of pressure paralysis from scoliosis, one in a 
girl aged 17, and one in a man, demonstrating an ingenious 
method of treatment by suspension; a case of jaundice in a woman, 
probably due to carcinoma of the pancreas, the z-ray plate showing 
a distended gall-bladder; a secondary infection of the femur, the 
roa cause not diagnosed; a secondary neoplasm of the fore- 
head; a carcinoma of the glands of the neck, which had been success- 
fully treated by radium; a case of pyloric stenosis; a case of 
arterio-sclerosis with heart-block; and a sarcoma of the left ovary 
removed from a girl aged 13. 


At a meeting of the Division held at Livingstone College, Leyton, 
on April 8th, Mr. A. E. Mortimer Woo tr gave a lecture entitled 
“Some infections of the gall-bladder: indications for operation,” 
with a cinematograph and lantern demonstration. Mr. Woolf first 
discussed the pathology of diseases of the gall-bladder, commenting 
on the close similarity between inflammation of the appendix and 
gall-bladder. He next discussed the symptoms of gall-bladder 
discase, pointing out how infrequently jaundice was present. 
Mention was made of the occurrence of joint pains, and the 

cholecystitic heart’ frequently found in old-etanding cases. Mr. 
Woolf had found cholecystography a valuable aid to diagnosis, the 


injection method being preferable to the oral method of giving the 
drug. Afierwards, with the co-operation of Messrs. Kodak, Ltd., he 
showed a most interesting cinematograph film of the operation of 
cholecystectomy. Every stage of the operation was most clearly 
indicated. 

Drs, Younc, Jays, Mautner, Corrican, Courrs, and Exprep took 
part in the subsequent discussion. 


Merropotitan Counties Brancn: Wittespen Division. 
At a meeting of the Willesden Division, held at Willesden General 
Hospital on March 19th, Dr. R. A. HickuinG gave an address on 
the non-operative treatment of peptic ulceration. It was pointed 
out that there had been no radical advance in treatment of recent 
years, but that lately attention had been focused upon non- 
operative treatment and its results, chiefly by Hurst, and it was 
becoming realized that most cases responded well to that type of 
treatment. The treatment used by Hurst and that used by 
MacLean were briefly described and the two methods contrasted, 
the evidence upon which a belief was based that healing of the 
ulcer had occurred being detailed. An account was given of a 
modified treatment, permitting greater freedom to the —— 
and an earlier return to full work, which was being. used -by Mr. 
L. R. Broster and the speaker at Charing Cross Hospital. It 
was mentioned that the treatment had not yet been applied for 
a sufficient time for any detailed results to be recorded, but 
that these were encouraging. X-ray photographs were shown 
illustrating the disappearance of ulcer craters, and the relief of 
apparent stenosis with delay in the passage of the opaque meal 
in patients on this regime. It was pointed out that only a 
thorough course of medical treatment would reveal how much an 
apparent stenosis was due to oedema and spasm, and how much 
to true stricture. Many cases of apparent stricture responded 
to medical treatment. * conclusion, the causes of failure of 
response to non-operative treatment, and criticisms of such treat- 
ment, were mentioned. 
After an interesting discussion and many questions, Dr. _Hickli 

was accorded a very hearty vote of thanks, on the proposition o' 
Dr. Brasn, seconded by Dr. A. Brnpiey. 


Mriptanp Brancu: Leicester anp Rutianp Drvision. 
Presentation to Dr. Wallace Henry. 


On April 29th the Leicester and Rutland Division presented 
to Dr. Wallace Henry a Bg of himself painted by Mr. 
F. E. Hodge, R.O.I., R.W.A. There was a “or attendance, 
including the artist and the Medical Secretary of the Association. 
In the middle of what was a very pleasant social gathering Dr. 
N. I. Spricas, chairman of the Division, unveiled the portrait, 
and made a few brief remarks as to the outstanding services 
rendered by Dr, Wallace Henry to the practitioners of Leicester 
and district. 

Dr. Astitey Cxiarke then gave a list of the various offices held 
locally by Dr. Wallace Henry, including nineteen years’ secretary- 
ship of the. Division, many years as representative, and the presi- 
dency of the Midland Branch. He went on to say how much the 
profession owed to Dr. Henry’s personality and his gift of recon- 
ciling ple with conflicting interests. He said Dr. Henry first 
made his: mark by acting as secretary of the Ophthalmological 
Section when the Association met in Leicester in 1905, and had 
shown then what a capacity he had for work and organization. 
His services to the Leicester Public Medical Service, which was 
the most successful organization of the kind in the country, had 
been inestimable; the grasp he showed of national health insurance 
at the time the bill was first introduced, and the mas’rly exposi- 
tion he made of the ye of the bill at the first bucal meeting 
held to consider it, had at once established him in # position in 
the respect and affection of his colleagues which was ceique, and 
which had strengthened with years.. Dr. Clarke made several 
personal allusions to incidents in Dr. Henry’s career, which were 
obviously received with understanding and appreciation by the 
audience, particularly those which dealt with Dr. Henry’s. work as 
registrar of the 5th Northern General Hospital during the war; and 
the way in which he had either carried out or got round the many 
Army instructions. Dr. Clarke alluded to the faithfulness of the 
portrait, which was amnowenaes by all present, and congratulated 
the artist on producing something of which the Division and the 
recipient might well be proud. 

Dr. Atrrep Cox said he had had an intimation that the presence 
of someone from headquarters would be welcomed on this occasion, 
but he had at once intormed the secretary that he looked upon it 
as an absolute necessity that headquarters should be represented, 
and that he, as a very old friend and fellow worker of Dr. Henry, 
should be there if possible. He said that whenever the name of 
Leicester came up in a B.M.A, connexion headquarters naturally 
thought of Wallace Henry, and they had always found that the 
Division was well guided, well organized, and thoroughly loyal. 
The Division might take credit to itself for having given Dr. 
Henry a training and experience which marked him out as soon as 
he got into the Representative Body as a man with a future, and, 
as fey all knew, Dr. Henry had been Chairman of the Representa- 
tive Body, a very responsible national position, from 1921 to 1924, 


a valued member of Council for many years, and a member and°- 


chairman of many committees. No one could have worked with 
Dr. Henry as he had done for many years without feeling for him 
not only respect, but affection. It had always appeared to him that 
Dr. Henry’s chief characteristic was steadiness and imperturb- 
ability. 

Dr. Watzacs Henry, acknowledging the gift, said how greaily 
he appreciated all that had been said about him and the portrait 
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itself, which would be a very valued possession of his family, He 
briefly referred to the various local activities of the Association 
during his official connexion with it, and claimed that Leicester had 
n a pioneer in the public medical service idea, which had sinee 
spread to many other areas, and was one of the first, if not the 
first, city in the country to start a school clinic. He alluded to 
@ previous presentation that had been made to him, and said that 
one of his greatest causes for pride was ihe trust which had for 
so long been reposed in him by the men who knew him best. 
The whole function was a great success, due largely to the efforts 
of the chairman, Dr. Spriggs, and Mr. T. C. Clare, the secretary of 
the Division.
